If it may be assumed that the farm 
of the average factory patron Is fairly 
well adapted to dsirving, that the pat- 
ron himcelf is inclined towards dairy- 
ing, rather than, let say, fruit 
growing, and that his coWs are fairly 
good, then it will be of interest to note 
1ow the farm is madeAo respond to 
his dairy Inel'nacion.

World's Finest Post Office 

“A palace tn pink,” is the descrip 
tion which has been ave to the 
new post office at New York, which 
has just been completed at ¢ cost of; 

£1,200,000, It is claimed for this post | 
loffice, which is built mainly of pick) 
granite, that it io the finest and most 
perfectly equipped building of its kind 
in the world, and it would, indeed, be 
difficult to point to its equal, 

Before the entrance to the buildings| 
rhich is five storeys high, Is a col! 
Ouhade of twenty giant pillars of pink | 
granite, 55 feet high and 6 feet thick, 
the whole surmounted with the no 
“Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, nor 
gloom of night stays these couriers 
from the swift completion of their ap- 
pointed rounds.” 

Some 165,00) cubie feet of granite, 
18,000 tons gf stecl, 7,000,000" bricks, 
and 200,000 square feet of glass have 
been used in the construction of this 
A remarkable feature of the 
building ‘s that it has no foundation, 
but rests gn steel beams held up over 
the railway tracks by pillars. The 
beams are about 12 feet deep and 4 
feet across, and enclosed in concrete 
It is claimed for the building that it 1s |- 
the lightest in the city, there being} 
windows everywhere. 
| At the back of the public entrance 
is the expansive work room, said to be 
largest in the country, 206 feet 
long and 160 feet wide, with not a col- 
umn to break the space, except around 
the edge.gThree spans, each compris- 
ing two open girders, enclosed in pla» 
jter, cross the room from north to 
jsouth. There spans, however, are far 
more than they appear to the naked 
eye. For years the government has 
found it necessary to have an inspec- 
tion system to safeguard its business 
against dishones, employes.

An Absolute Vacuum 


What would seem to be an absolute 
vacuum may be produced in an ex- 
tremely simple manner. There is em- 
ployed a test tube (a tube of glass 
closed at one end), which in this par- 
ticular case mus’ be composed of a 
kind of glass that melts only at a 
very high teraperature. Into the tube is 
poured molten glass of another kind 
which melts at a comparatively low 
temperature. When the latter hus 
cooled, thus forming a solid mass com- 
pletely filling the tube, a suction pump 
is attached to the open end of the 
tube, and heat is then applied -until 
the softer glass inside is again melt- 
ed. The next ste» is to withdraw the 
molten glass by means of the pump, 
enough being left to close the end of 
the tube completely, when it is allow- 
ed to cool once more. As no air can 
enter the space left vacant by the 
withdrawal .of the molten mass, a per 
fect vacuum, it is believed, is produced 
there.—St. Louis Republic.

He showed the Lord Mayor that a 
slab of aluminum weighing several 
pounds floats in the air above such 
a coil like a cork on water, and can 
only be pressed down into contact 
with it by the exercise of immense 
force. Yet the same streams of ener- 
fy which eupport the aluminum slab 
passed through a similar plate of steel 
or through the human hand without 
any effect. 

When the Lord Mayor held an alu- 
minium dise on his palm over the 
magnetic field, the disc was tossed 
into the air, apparently by witchcraft, 
but the Lord Mayor felt not the 
slightest sensation. The application 
of this force to purposes of traction is 
obvious. 

For his working model the inventor 
has built a car with aluminium plates 
underneath. Against these plates 
play streams of energy from a num- 
ber of coils placed at short intervals; 
the car is thus lifted from the track 
and loses all apparent weight, the 
force of gravity being exactly coun- 
terbalanced. The car is, in fact, 
floating on the air, and can be moved 
latevally by the lightest touch. 

Powerfe: magnets at much wider 
intscvals tian the “repulsion coils” 
draw the car swiftly along, as a 
needle can be drawn along the surface 
of the water by similar means, and as 
air resistance ig the only opposing 
force, the speed attained might well 
be terrific. 

One of the most astonishing things 
about Mr. Bachelet’s repulsion coils 
is that a single one of them, costing 
about twenty-five cents, can keep 
something like 40 pounds of alumin 
ium floating above it, entircly de- 
prived of weight so long as the cur- 
rent continues.

The award of the American and 
British Claims Tribunal at Washing- 
ton, the other day, for the illegal 
seizure of the Canadian vessel, Lord 
Nelson, in 1812, granting the owner's 
heirs $5,000, with 93 years’ interest at 
4 per cent., proves once again that 
fiction has to “go some” to beat out 
truth. Singulerly enough, the motto 
of the Crooks family concerned is 
“Perseverando” and the family claim 
has been urged at Washington  in- 
termittently but perseveringly ever 
since the war which really began 
with the illegal seizure alluded to. 
The belated judgment, which at last 
has been given, nets the Crooks’ heirs 
$23,000. By the treaty of 1910 un- 
der Which they secured it, they got 
only 4 per cent. though their claim 
was for six. The latter would en- 
title them to over a million dollars, 
but it is not known at present wheth- 
er Barrister A. D. Crooks of Toronto, 
grandson of the Hon. James Crooks 
—one of the two brothers who owned 
the Lord Nelson—-will elect to say: “I 
will persevere,” or not. In 1817 a de- 
cree made by the court of the North- 
ern District of New York pronounced 
the seizure of the boat, and is making 
over into a United States war vessel 
at Sackett’s Harbor, illegal, and di- 
recting $5,000 to be paid the claimants. 
In the mcantime, however, Theron 
Rudd, clerk of the court, has abscond- 
ed with all the court funds; this was 
the first of a lengthy series of near- 
awards given, one being a decree of 
the Court of Claims in 1859, which 
held that the claimants were entitled 
te only $183.50, or their share of ihe 
monies recovered by the United States 
government from the defaulting court 
clerk.

Waiting For Suffrage 

A clergyman who addresse da Mont- 
real suffrage league not long ago 
thought that a regrettable mistake of 
some of the workers for suffrage was 
overlooking other responsibilities in 
the meantime. A great deal could be 
done to better the conditions among 
the poor, without the vote. The speak- 
er urged the enlistment of those who 
were idle in social work. 

“Let women go upon the platform 
and speak upon political questions, 
saying no word of suffrage,” said a 
speaker at the inuugural meeting of 
the Political Equality League in To- 
ronto. It would prove, he said, the 
best suffrage argument they could 
offer. Let them take hold of every 
great public question, and make it 
a servant of suffrage, showing men 
how to make politics clean. Another 
speaker on that occasion said of the 
“new woman” that she is merely the 
newly-awakened woman. Contrary to 
the usual contention of men, woman's 
great fault has been silence.

“In my view 
the ideal system of taxation, both 
local and imperial is through the in- 
come tax, the super-tax, death 
duties, land tax, site value tax, and 
taxation upon luxuries, such as al- 
cohol, tobacco, ets.

While Lloyd-George has followed 
his predecessors in his system of 
taxation, except that he has increas- 
ed the rate of income and super-tax 
and death duties go that the wealthy 
have to pay the lion’s share, he has 
gone to other countries for some of 
his ideas. His taxation of site values 
is based on the law now in vogue in 
British Columbia, while he has gone 
to the American income tax law for 
the idea of making money accruing 
to British subjects from investments 
abroad pay its share of taxation. 

In recent years British capitalists 
have made immense investments in 
foreign countries. When the income 
from these investments were brought 
home to be spent, the government 
under the old law did not touch ft. 
Now Lloyd George says all income 
of British subjects resident in the 
United Kingdom must contribute to 
the imperial revenue. These foreign 
investments are estimated at over a 
billfon and a haif dollars, and from 
this the chancellor hopes tc secure 
$1,250,000 this year, and double that 
amount next year. The revenue from 
income tax and death duties this year 
will amount to something like $44,W0v,- 
000.

The recent death in England of 
Captain G. A. Lucas has removed an 
officer who was believed to be the last 
survivor of the Birkenhead, a troop- 
ship that ran on the rocks off the 
coast of Africa sixty years ago, The 
story of the disaster is here reprint- 

The Kaffir War was dragging on, 
indecisively and ingloriously, when 
word was sent home for more sol- 
diers, Immediately the Birkenhead— 
& failure as a steam frigate—was or- 
dered to prepare for sea, and on Jan. 
7, 1862, she sailed from Queenstown 
with twenty-two officers and non-com- 
missioned officers and 466 men of 
various regiments, twenty women and 
children, and some details of the 
medical service. The crew numbered 
130; altogether there were 630 souls 
on board. 

All went well until after leaving 
Simon's Bay, and then on the star- 
light night was borne the cry that 
the c'ip was ashore. Instantly the 
commander ordered the engines to 
go astern. The ship responded, and 
the water rushed into the gaping 
wound which had been made by the 
rocks on which she had struck, Then 
the ‘rave vessel was carried again on 
the reef, and received further griev- 
ous injury; her bottom plates being 
crumpled up. The bulkheads tore 
asunder; the sea flooded the fore- 
most compartments and engine 
rooms; a number of men met death 
while asleep in t’' ir berths. In the 
meantime, order amid chaos reigned 
on deck. 

The soldiers, who had been mus- 
tered as for drill, went to the chain 
pumps — quite uselessly, as it hap- 
pened; the women ani chi'dren were 
placed in boats with as little excite- 
ment as though it were an evolution 
to test the efficiency of the crew. 

Three boats with seventy-eight 
persons were thus go. away. 

At last the great ship broke in 
two, the forward part sinking out of 
sight, leaving the stern only afloat, 
crowded with officers and men and 
the crew. Was there Jismay? The 
soldiers were d‘awn up as if they 
had been on the drill ground; they

knew that they were face to face with 
death, but they stood firm — the 
champions of the race, cool, collected, 
resolute. 

Around the doo ed men the sea 
lapped in the moonlight, calm and 
inscrutable, the long swell of the| 
waves against the ship’s torn sides | 
chanting a dirge; now and again the 
silvery surface was ruffled as a 
shark appeared; away in the distance 
could be described an inhospitable 
shore, guarded by a well-nigh impen- 
etrable network of coarse seaweed. 
This was the setting of the drama, 

Every soldier—even the least im- 
aginative —- must heve realized the 
terrible fate which awaited him, yet 
not a man flinched. They were pres- 
ent at the last roli-call. Standing at 
attention, facing unmoved the en- 
emy of humanity, and surrounded by 
some of the worst horrors oi ile sea 
in the shape of the fish of prey, these 
heroes went down with the Birken- 
head, When the grey, dawn broke 
there remained only the memory of a 
splendid epic and a few score of sur- 
vivors. By one miracle or another 
194 lives were saved of the company 
on board the doomed ship, and of 
these Captain Lucas was one, 
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Found In a Glacier. 


Sir Martin Conway has recently 
told this story of finding a lost ax in 
the Alps: Zurbiggen, one of the cele- 
brated mountain climbers of the 
world, in scaling a peak of Les An- 
glaises, near Chamounix, accidentally 
let his ax fall near the summit of the 
peak. It fell some thousands of feet. 
In the normal course of things it was 
buried in snow and swallowed up in 
the glacier, being covered deeper and 
deeper each year, and at the same 
time being carried slowly downward 
las the ice flowed on. Seven or eight 
years afterward Hon. C, G. Bruce and 
Harkbir, a Sepoy chief, in descending 
a peak in the Alps just as night was 
falling, and a great crevasse barred 
the way, being unable to find the 
bridge over it, cut,a path down to the 
bottom, where Harkbir stepped on an 
ax which had M. Z. Zurbiggen’s Ini- 
tials on the handle. There could be 
no mistake as to the identity of the 
ax, as Harkbir had seen it and used 
it before.

WEIRD FIGHTING, 


African Tribes Entrench Themselves 
In Rowels of the Earth. 

English soldiers tell stories of 
weird underground fighting against 
the Baggara, or cattle-owning tribes 
of the Soudan, the remnants of those 
fierce warriors who formed the main 
fighting strength of the Dervishes, 
These savage tribesmen hide them- 
selves when pursued, with their cat- 
tle and other belongings, in great 
burrowings that are described as 
“vast rabbit warrens.”’ 

At southern Kordofan is the coun- 
try of the Nubas, remnants of the | 
original negro inhabitants of the 
country, who have been driven into | 
the isolated rocky hills, rising 2,000 
or 3,000 feet above the swamps and 
forests. 

In these mountain  fastnesses, 
honeycombed with caves, this strange 
race builds its villages, grows its corn 
and tends its herds of sheep, cattle 
and goats.

The unsatisfactory nature of this 
fighting may be understood if the | 
reader can imagine himself walking | 
over a vast rabbit warren composed | 
of enormous bowlders piled to a) 
height of some 1,000 feet or 2,000 | 
feet and covering several square 
miles in area, with an invisible en- 
emy beneath him whose whereabouts 
it is impossible to ascertain.

BRIGHT AND GLADSTONE, 


Big Men Who Only Saw One Side to 
the Question. 

It is not always an easy matter for 
@ man of strong convictions and na- 
tive force of character to see and re- 
spect another's point of view. W. B. 
Gladstone and John Bright were two 
of the strongest men that the last 
century produced, yet an anecdote 
from “The Life and Work of Frank 
Holl,”-by Mr, A, M. Reynolds, shows 
that these great men were quite un- 
able—on one occasion, at least—to 
see more than one side of a question. 

Soon after the break between 
Bright and Gladstone that followed a 
difference of opinion concerning the 
Government's foreign policy, the ar- 
tist Holl was engaged to paint the 
portrait of Mr. Bright. He incident- 
ally mentioned that he was about to 
paint a portrait of Mr. Gladstone 
also, 

“It must be a very painful thing 
for you, Mr. Bright,” he hazarded, 
“that after all these years you should 
have found cause to sever your 
friendly relations with Mr. Glad- 
stone,” 

“Indeed it is," replied Bright, with 
asigh. ‘To think that after we have 
trodden the same path together, 
shoulder to shoulder and hand in 
hand, we should be forced apart in 
the evening of our lives! And by 
what? By a bogey that is beckoning 
him away from duty and sense. Do 
you know, Mr. Holl, I seriously fear 
that my dear old friend’s mind has 
become radically undermined!”"’ 

Later, when Holl was painting 
Gladstone, the subject of Bright's 
portrait came up. 

“Ab!’’ said Gladstone, with much 
interest. ‘‘And how did you find him? 
It was a cruel blow that, after a life- 
time of mutual esteem and of good 
work undertaken and carried through 
together, we should be divided on so 
clear a question! Tell me, Mr. Holl” 
—and here his mouth twitched, for 
he was evidently struggling with 
strong emotion — ‘‘tell me, did you 
notice anything in the manner of my 
old friend that would lead you to be- 
lieve that his reason was becoming 
in any way unhinged?”

BRILLIANT BROTHERS, 


The Butlers Have Produced Some Re 
markably Clever Men and the 
Asquiths Are Notable In Eng- 
land's Academic Circles — The 
Lytteltons and Cecils and the 
Bensons Are Also Notables, 


When the scholastic history of the 
British people comes to be written, 
the name of Butler will figure large 
ly in the records, for no family has 
displayed such classical genius ae 
the Butlers, the eldest member of 
which, Mr. Spencer Butler, celebrat 
ed his golden wedding a few weeks 
ago. 

Mr. Spencer Butler, who is a se 
cond son of the Very Rev. George 
Butler, Senior Wrangler of 1794 and 
head master of Harrow from 1806 te 
1829, won high academic distinction 
in his early days, taking a first-class 
in classics at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. He is the elder brother of 
Cambridge's G.O.M., Dr. Butler, Mas 
ter of Trinity, whose three sons have 
already proved themselves classical 
scholars of the highest distinction. 
The eldest, Mr. J. R. M. Butler, swepe 
the board of prizes at Cambridge, and 
his list of \riumphs is unprecedented. 
Mr. Spencer Butler has nine sons, 
five of whom ‘ave won honors at 
Cam ricge, 

It is an interesting fact that Mr, 
Butler's grandfather was the Rev. 
Weeden Butler, with whom the im 
tellectual distinction of the family be 
gan. He was born in 1742, and was 
a classical master at Chelsea. Thus 
for a century and a half the Butlers 
have maintained their reputation as 
being the most remarkable classical 


| family in the country. 


The achievements of the Butlers 
naturally recall those of the Prime 
Minister, his brother, Mr. W. W. As 
quith, the late head master of Cliftom 
College, and the Premier’s sons, Mr, 
Raymond and Mr. Cyril Asquith.
